It is hoped that you will be able to furnish specific infor- 
mation regarding each person named. However, if necessary, the infor- 
mation desired can be furnished along the following lines: 

1, How many of the persons whose names appear on the 
attached list have been engaged in subversive activity 
prior to their assumption of official duty in the United 
States, as affiliates of international organizations or as 
officials or employees of foreign governments? The term 
"subversive activity" as used in this question denotes active 
participation in foreign intelligence organizations or 
active Communist organizational work, rather than mere 
membership in the Communist Party, 

2, Describe a typical pattern or typical patterns of such 
subversive activity and a typical background or typical back- 
grounds of such persons who have been engaged in such sub- 
versive activity. 



3. Describe in general terns the extent to which foreign 
governments are utilizing their officials and employees in 
this country, and their membership, in international organi- 
zations, for active intelligence work against the United 
States. 


U. Describe in general terms the extent to which foreign 
governments are utilizing their officials a nd employees in 
this country, and their membership in international organi- 
zations, for active direction of and participation in sub- 
versive organizations in the United States. 
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Your cooperation in this matter is earnestly solicited^ and 
any such cooperation will be greatly appreciated.
